Avila  College  s 1 99 1 - 1 992  academic  year  will 
mark  its  75th  year.  You  could  call  it  a 75th  Jubilee,  or 
a Diamond  Anniversary,  or...  or  what?  That  was  the 
problem. 

“I  knew  there  had  to  be  a Latin  term  for  75th 
Anniversary, " said  John  Armato.  director  of  commu- 
nity relations  at  Avila  College.  “And  I thought  it  would 
be  easy  to  find.  Boy  was  I wrong." 

On  a tip  from  Saint  Teresa's  Academy,  which  is 
celebrating  its  Quasquicentennial  ( 1 25th  Anniversary). 
Armato  first  consulted  the  unabridged  fandom  House 
Dictionary.  “Of  course  my  copy  is  well  past  its  own 
vicennial  (20th  anniversary)  and  I didn't  know  if  it  was 
too  old  to  be  of  any  help,  or  even  where  to  start 
looking."  he  said.  "I  tried  the  English-Latin  section  in 
the  back.  I tried  seventy-five'  in  the  regular  section.  I 
tried  anniversaries',  years',  everything  I could  think 
of.  No  luck." 


7 knew  there  had  to  be 
a Latin  term  for  '75th  anniversary/ 
and  I thought  it  would  be 
easy  to  find. 

Boy  was  I wrong. " 


Eventually  several  people  in  Avila's  advancement 
office  became  obsessed  with  the  scholarly  scavenger 
hunt.  Desks  became  cluttered  with  dictionaries, 
thesauri,  secretarial  handbooks  and  stylebooks.  "We 
were  close,"  said  Armato.  “The  New  York  Public 
Library  Desk  Reference  had  a listing  of  words  describ- 
ing periods  of  time  and  l thought  we'd  hit  pay  dirt." 

“It  had  normal  words  you  would  expect  like 
sesquicentennial'  ( 1 50)  and  millennial'  ( 1 .000)  and 
weird  ones  like  'sexennial'  (6)  octennial'  (8). 
'novennial'  (9).  and  even  undecennial'  (1 1).  It  had  just 
about  everything  but  something  for  75th, ” he  said. 

Cheered  by  the  tidbits  of  Latin  in  the  Desk  Refer- 
ence. Armato's  secretary.  Darla  Hawkins,  went  straight 
to  the  source.  Unfortunately,  calls  to  the  New  York 
Public  Library  yielded  a steady  busy  signal  for  three 
days. 

"She  tried  the  Kansas  City  Public  Library  and  the 
Mid-Continent  Public  Library."  said  Armato.  "They 
couldn't  come  up  with  anything.  Then  she  tried  the 
Johnson  County  Public  Library  and  got  the  Latin  root 
word  for  'seventy'  and  seventieth'.  That  was  a start, 
but  didn't  mean  anything  by  itself."  he  said. 

"Olathe's  library  gave  us  the  Latin  words  for  'five' 
and  ‘five  years'."  said  Hawkins.  "But  we  didn't  think 
we  could  put  the  Latin  'seventy'  in  front  of  the  Latin 
'five  year'  and  get  what  we  wanted." 

Avila's  own  Hooley-Bundschu  library  confirmed 
the  findings,  but  couldn't  offer  anything  more. 

Finally,  with  many  staffers  advocating  making  up 
their  own  Latin -sounding  terms.  ("We  rejected 
"Seventius  Fifthi  Yearum'  right  away."  said  Armato). 
Hawkins  called  the  Latin  Grammar  Magnet  School  in 
the  Kansas  City  Public  School  District.  Ronald  Dubson, 
a Latin  instructor  there,  came  to  Avila's  linguistic  aid. 

"First  he  told  us  all  we  could  do  would  be  to 
translate  "75th  anniversary"  directly  into  the  Latin 
which  is  'Dies  Anniversarius  Septuagesimus  Quintus. " 
said  Armato.  "But  then  I called  him  back  and  ex- 
plained we  wanted  some  word  construction  to  denote 
the  celebration  of  our  75th  year  - like  'bicentennial'  or 
something  like  that.  Within  five  minutes.  Dubson 
called  me  back,  and  although  the  last  half  of  the  word 
is  an  English  derivative  and  not  truly  Latin,  it  was 
exactly  what  we  were  looking  for:  "Septuaginta- 
Quinquennial'." 

"The  Sisters  have  it  down  pretty  well,  but  it 
doesn't  exactly  roll  trippingly  off  the  tongue  for  the 
rest  of  us."  said  Armato.  “We  re  all  walking  around, 
chanting  it  to  ourselves  diumally  to  get  ready  for  next 
year.”

On  July  12.  1991 . Avila  College  received  notifica- 
tion from  the  J.E.  and  L.E.  Mabee  Foundation  of  a 
challenge  grant  of  $500,000.  This  grant  will  move  the 
college  closer  to  its  $6  million  goal  for  the  Avila/2000 
Campaign  which  was  launched  in  January. 

Linder  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  college  must 
raise  matching  funds  of  $ 1 . 1 00.000  by  July  9.  1 992. 
The  funds  will  be  used  to  carry  out  planned  construc- 
tion and  renovation  projects.

This  significant  gift  will  provide  an  outstanding 
incentive  for  local  foundations,  corporations,  alumni 
and  other  friends  of  the  college  to  help  us  in  updating 
our  facilities  so  that  we  can  better  serve  our  students, 
faculty  and  staff. 

The  Mabee  Foundation,  located  in  Tulsa.  Okla- 
homa. was  organized  in  1 948  and  is  recognized  for  its 
financial  support  of  colleges,  religious  organizations 
and  health  care  organizations  - primarily  in  Oklahoma. 
Texas,  Kansas.  Arkansas.  New  Mexico  and  Missouri. 

This  is  the  second  $500,000  grant  Avila  has 
received  from  the  Mabee  Foundation.  In  1979.  the 
college  received  $500,000  toward  construction  of  the 
fieldhouse.  Additional  grants  to  the  college  included  a 
$100,000  gift  to  the  library  in  1978  and  a $200,000 
contribution  in  1985  to  Avilas  endowment  fund.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Union  Pacific  Foundation 
has  awarded  a $20,000  grant  to  Avila  College  for  1991 
to  assist  with  improvements  and  renovations  to  the 
advancement  and  admissions  offices.

Snakes  Alive! 


Biology  department  receives  $50,000 
grant  & heads  for  the  islands... 


The  National  Science  Foundation  awarded  Avila 
College  a grant  of  $49,940  in  April  to  support  an 
1 1 -week  undergraduate  research  project  in  the 
Dominican  Republic. 

Dr.  Robert  Powell,  professor  and  coordinator  of 
biology  at  Avila,  directed  the  project  entitled 
"Research  Experiences  for  Undergraduates:  Natural 
History  of  Hispaniolia.  Lizard  communities.” 

“This  is  a new  one  for  us.”  said  Powell.  It’s  a 
novel  experience.  It  is  also  the  fourth  time  we've 
applied.  Persistence  pays  off!” 

The  grant  provided  for  an  introductory  period 
on  the  Avila  campus.  Nine  students  designed  their 
individual  research  projects  in  field  biology,  then 
traveled  to  Hispaniolia.  a West  Indies  island  in  the 
Greater  Antilles  that  consists  of  Hati  on  its  west 
coast  and  the  Dominican  Republic  on  its  east.  There 
they  did  research  on  what  Powell  calls  “critters." 

“The  idea  of  doing  something  in  the  tropics  is 
multiple,"  said  Powell.  "It's  exciting  and  it's  fun.  And 
if  you  want  to  turn  people  on,  you  don't  want  to 
dump  them  into  a boring  routine.  Plus  the  tropic  is 
where  it's  at,"  he  continued.  “That's  where  the  most 
imminent  danger  of  loss  is.  because  of  the  massive 
deforestation.  That's  also  where  the  greatest  diver- 
sity is." 

After  the  field  experience,  the  students  returned 
to  Avila  to  perform  lab  research  and  learn  how  to 
communicate  their  findings.  The  program  ended 
August  2. 

Powell  believes  the  grant  will  have  a long- 
reaching  impact  on  Avila.  “Once  you  are  successful 
at  getting  this  kind  of  grant,  it  increases  the  likeli- 
hood of  more,"  he  said.  “This  is  the  type  of  thing  we 
would  like  to  do  again.  Since  our  focus  here  is 


undergraduate  education,  and  science  is  an  area 
where  we've  done  very  well  over  the  years.  I think  it 
ties  in  very  nicely  to  what  we're  doing.  I think  it  will 
help  us  recruit." 

It  will  also  help  maintain  Avila's  reputation  as  a 
place  undergrads  can  do  things  other  institutions 
normally  reserve  for  graduate  students.  "We  prob- 
ably have  more  undergraduates  actively  involved  in 
research  than  any  school  in  the  region."  said  Powell. 
"We've  had  a fair  number  of  our  students  publish, 
and  I would  anticipate  that  all  of  these  students  will

come  out  with  something  publishable  - it  may  just 
be  a note  somewhere  - but  they're  going  to  be 
working  in  areas  where  very  little  is  known.” 

Powell  wants  to  use  this  trip  to  fulfill  a broader 
mission  as  well.  Very  little  research  in  the  Hispaniolia 
area  is  done  by  native  scientists,  and  American 
scientists  working  there  haven't  always  promoted 
positive  international  relations.  He  hopes  to  help 
dispel  the  "ugly  American"  image  by  working  with 
Dominican  Republic  researchers  and  publishing  the 
students'  work  in  scientific  journals  from  that  part  of 
the  world. 

Powell's  attitude  toward  the  countries  he  works 
in  has  made  him  consistently  welcome  around  the 
world.  "People  in  the  tropical  countries  aren’t 
necessarily  uninterested  or  incapable,  but  often 
times,  the  means  are  lacking  for  them  to  do  exten- 
sive work,  Powell  said.  "So  they're  thrilled  when  we 
come  down,  especially  since  we've  really  made  an 
effort  to  work  with  them.  Over  the  last  few  years 
they've  really  come  to  recognize  that  we're  not  only 
interested  in  going  down  there  to  have  a good  time, 
but  we're  interested  in  helping  them  do  what  they 
want  to  do.” 

Powell  is  looking  to  the  future  and  more  grant 
opportunities,  and  more  ways  to  fulfill  his  mission  of 
bringing  science  to  life.  "I  would  very  much  like  to 
do  the  same  type  of  program  with  teachers,"  he 
said.  "Unfortunately  a very  large  percentage  of  these 
people  teaching  at  the  secondary  level  learned  a lot 
about  science,  but  haven't  had  an  opportunity  to  do 
science." 

"To  get  this  grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  is  recognition  that  what  Avila  is  doing  is 
working."  he  said.  “It  validates  our  work."

Avila  students  Bridget  Cotter  and  Cathy  Jewell 
have  received  the  Re-entry  Woman  of  the  Year 
Award  from  the  Kansas  City  Interbranch  Council  of 
the  American  Association  of  University  Women.

Sister  Rose  Anthony  Schmitt.  74. 
died  May  20.  1991  at  a hospital  in 
Kirkwood.  Missouri. 

Sister  Rose  Anthony  was  bom  in 
Kansas  City  and  entered  the  Sisters  of 
Saint  Joseph  of  Carondelet  in  St.  Louis  in 
1941.  She  taught  philosophy  at  Avila 
College  from  1954  to  1965  and  di- 
rected the  Avila  College  Alumni 
Association  for  more  than  20  years. 

On  February  27.  1991 . she  retired 
to  the  Nazareth  Convent  in  St.  Louis 
saying  "I've  loved  all  my  36  years 
here!"

"two  Sisters  came  to  every  game.  One 
prayed  and  the  other  yelled.  And  we 
won!” 

Sister  Felice  Helmes  shares  Wards' 
memory.  "On  the  day  or  evening  when 
a game  was  to  be  played.  Sister  would 
come  into  the  cafeteria  with  her  tray  of 
food,  set  it  down  and  start  searching  for 
a student  to  sing  the  National  Anthem 


and  recite  the  Our  Father  before  the 
opening  of  the  game.  In  her  opinion 
we  had  little  or  no  chance  of  winning 
unless  we  sang  and  prayed  first.” 

Susan  Everly  Seiter  (class  of  1984) 
was  with  Sister  Rose  Anthony  the  last 
weekend  before  she  died.  She  was 
impressed  with  Sister's  energy  and 
never-ending  love  for  telling  stories. 

"She  was  still  grabbing  my  arm  and 
telling  me  she  taught  my  mother 
(Patricia  Seiter)  1 2 hours  of  philoso- 
phy." she  said. 

Mary  Gordon  (class  of  1 948) 
remembered  Sister's  kindness.  “Several 
years  ago.  during  a severe  illness,  my 
dear  friend.  Sister  Rose  Anthony,  sent 
me  three  cards  each  week  for  the  entire 
two  months  of  my  hospitalization.  Her 
encouragement  and  kindness  helped 
me  toward  health."  she  said.  "Her 
phone  calls  always  started  with  'now 
honey..."’ 

Charles  Schleicher,  Sister’s 
nephew,  affectionately  thought  of  his 
aunt  as  the  "Marine  of  Nuns."  "Semper 
Fidelis.  She  was  always  faithful  to  the 
church,  always  faithful  to  the  order, 
family.  God,"  he  said.  "She  loved  to 
visit  people.  There  wasn't  a mean  bone 
in  her  body.” 

Above  all  else,  though,  said  Sister 
Felice  Helmes.  Sister  Rose  Anthony  was 
a prayerful  person.  "As  I awakened 
very  early  with  the  announcement  of 
her  death.  I immediately  pictured  the 
great  Joy  at  the  gate  of  heaven  as  she 
was  welcomed  by  God  and  her  many, 
many  friends."
